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Among the most popular TV inter- 
view subjects are the authors of new 
books. The interviews should work out 
fine, except for one small detail: au- 
thors are almost impossible to converse 
with if their hosts have not read their 
books. And the average host stead- 
fastly refuses to do so. First, he as- 
sumes that his average viewer hasn't 
read the book either—and if there is 
one thing the average host dearly wants 
to be, besides what he is, it is his 
average viewer. Second, he, like Johnny, 
can’t read. A newspaper, yes; a maga- 
zine, perhaps, but a whole book—per- 
ish, literally, the thought. In fairness, 
however, it should be noted that the 
average author is a difficult interview 
subject. All too often he exhibits that 
one unpardonable combination—nerv- 
ousness and ego together. A man be- 
comes an author, Somerset Maugham 
once said, because he is the kind of 
man who thinks of what he should have 
said on the way home from the party. 
We have often thought of that line as 
we watched some interview program 
and saw some author mumbling along. 


During one program, however, we 
never think of it. It is Robert Cromie’s 
Book Beat, telecast out of Chicago on 
some 150 educational stations. Mr. Cro- 
mie is strictly upbeat—a cheerful, 
gentle man. A refugee from the sports 
desk, he is, compared to the average 
literary critic, no intellectual giant. Com- 
pared to the average TV host, however, 
he is a think tank. 


We caught Mr. Cromie recently on 
five programs, with a variety of authors.

With Marc Connelly (“Voices Off 
Stage’), a master nonstop raconteur, 
Mr. Cromie’s job was to supply the 
punctuation marks. A modest man, he 
did so charmingly. When it came to 
putting up with Norman Mailer (‘‘Miami 
and the Siege of Chicago’’), a pro- 
fessional putter-downer, Mr. Cromie’s 
job was rather to grin and bear it. He 
did it so well that at the end Mr. Mailer 
was actually likable. With Anton Myrer 
(“Once an Eagle’), Mr. Cromie had the 
difficult job of discussing a novel. Here 
the saving fact was that he had read 
every word. 

With Peter Farb (‘‘Man’s Rise to Civ- 
ilization’), Mr. Cromie was face to face 
with a ‘‘cause’’ man—in this case, the 
cause was the American Indian—and 
Mr. Cromie, always a fearless under- 
dogger, was again right at home. With 
Elie Wiesel (“Legends of Our Time’), 
Mr. Cromie's simple question, ‘You 
are, | believe, a survivor of Auschwitz?” 
let loose the floodgates of one of the 
most memorable interviews we have 
ever heard. “I believe,’ Mr. Wiesel 
said, ‘that whatever is happening in 
the world today is directly linked to 
that period—all the upheavals, the so- 
cial, the racial, the student, somehow, 
perhaps subconsciously, are linked to 
Auschwitz.’’ Mr. Cromie then asked him 
how many of his family died there. 
“Dozens,” Mr. Wiesel replied. “Dozens 
and dozens and dozens. In each of 
my books | give life to one member of 
my family. In one book my father, in 
another my grandfather, in another my 
little sister. | try to bring them: in and 
give them some kind of monument. In 
words, not stone—there is no stone.”

™ Houston, Texas, has extended its 
city limits over the years until in area 
it is now the sixth largest city in the 
United States.’ As the city grew, rules 
had to be set as to how far such 
municipal services as water and sewer 
lines should extend. The City Council 
decided to provide services only in 
areas that were—according to normal 
standards—50 per cent populated. This 
would seem to make sense. 
Unfortunately, thousands of black 
citizens of Houston lived in areas that 
were not technically 50 per cent popu- 
lated. They paid taxes, but they had 
no city water. No sewers. For 20 years 
they have complained, to no avail. 
™ Last December Lee Tucker, city hall 
reporter for KPRC-TV in Houston, be- 
gan an investigation. Station president 
Jack Harris gave his news department 
the go-ahead to launch a campaign to 
do something about what they termed 
“Houston’s second-class citizens.”’ 
Tucker prepared a series of filmed 
reports—each two or two-and-a-half 
minutes long—and the station aired 
them during its daily newscasts. After 
only a few days, Mayor Louie Welch 
told the station that he himself was 
Opposed to the city’s policy and would 
support a change. Then the City Coun- 
cil called for a review of the policy, 
and not long after that voted unani- 
mously for a new policy to extend 
water and sewer services to the ghetto 
residents. 
™ Harris has pointed out that the sta- 
tion had brought about in eight days 
what 20 years of complaints from the 
ghetto residents had failed to accom- 
plish. “If the local broadcaster fully 
carries out his community responsibili- 
ties by focusing issues in the eyes of 
the general public, the basic fairness 
of the American people will ensure they 
are solved. . . . That’s what local com- 
munity television is all about.”

Ron Steinman is NBC’s Southeast Asia 
news director and,. as such, was in 
charge of the group that made the jour- 
ney described in the following article. 


It was Friday, Nov. 8, 1968. We had 
been in Cambodia for almost a week. 
During most of that time Prince Siha- 
nouk had kept us busy with official 
trips, news conferences and state func- 
tions in honor of Cambodia's indepen- 
dence from France 15 years earlier. 
We were in Cambodia because Siha-

nouk had allowed us to come. Normally 
he allows Western newsmen in_ his 
country once during the year to cover 
the Independence Day celebrations. But 
we hadn’t come to film a lot of color- 
ful ceremonies. We had other things 
in mind. 

One was a trip we had been plan- 
ning for several days. Our intent was 
to film something along the 500-mile- 
long border between Cambodia and 
South Vietnam. It was common knowl- 
edge to us that Vietcong and North 
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A firsthand account of how 
an NBC crew uncovered a teeming Vietcong 
supply route from Cambodia to 
the battlefields

Vietnamese troops used Cambodia for 
supply and storage, for sanctuary and 
rest and recreation, and for staging 
operations into South Vietnam. 

Our plan was to head toward what 
we knew to be a major black-market 
point where the Vietcong, North Viet- 
namese, Cambodians and South Viet- 
namese openly traded with each other. 
Short of that we wanted to find a 
Vietcong-North Vietnamese base camp 
we knew was in the area. 


We were going to Ba Vet, which is 
located in an area of Cambodia known 
as “The Parrot’s Beak’ jutting into 
Tay Ninh Province and the delta lands 
of South Vietnam. 

If we got there, Saigon would be 
less than 50 miles to the east of us; 
and Phnom Penh, the Cambodian cap- 
ital, would be more than 85 miles back 
of us. 

The previous day | had told our guide 
and drivers to be in at 5 A.M. Friday. 
Everyone gets up early in Cambodia. 
By noon the heat is so oppressive it’s 
almost impossible to work. The trip 
would be a long one, over roads that 
in many. places would be just passable. 
It would take us almost three hours to 
get to the border. 

But we almost didn’t make it be- 
cause we almost didn’t get started. 
Correspondent Dean Brelis, cameraman 
Grant Wolfkill, soundman Yoshihiko 
Waku and | were standing around 
watching the guide and drivers watch- 
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ing us. They were scared. All of them 
are licensed by, and reported to, the 
police. That they had been faithfully 
reporting our travels daily to the police 
did not bother us. 

| went over to talk to them. They 
wanted to know where we were going. 
| told them for a ride in the country. 
They wanted specifics. | told them there 
was nothing to worry about because 
we planned to film a story about the 
Buddhist religion in Cambodia. They 
told ‘me that if we were to leave the 
city of Phnom Penh, they would have to 
tell the Ministry of Information where 
we were going and we would need their 
permission. They suspected we were 
headed toward the border and they 
wanted no part of anything remotely 
dangerous to themselves; they were 
also frightened over possibly losing 
their licenses. They insisted that they 
report our trip to the Ministry. 


We were in trouble and didn't like it 
one bit. We thought we could come 
up with something fairly big. We also 
had a day’s work to put in and wanted 
to get started. | knew of a car that 
was available. | made a hurried phone 
call. The car and driver were free and 
arrived shortly. It was an old French 
Citroen touring car made in 1939, black 
in color, in fairly good shape, with 
Cambodian license plates. We were 
set. | told the drivers and guide to take 
the day off. | couldn’t blame the Cam- 
bodians for their fear: we were —> 
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continued 


off on a rather dangerous journey not 
because we wanted the danger but be- 
cause we were after a story. We also 
knew our guide would certainly report 
our leaving Phnom Penh to the police, 
but at the moment that didn’t bother us. 

By 7 A.M. we were out of Phnom 
Penh and’ on Route 1, headed toward 
the border. The road wasn’t too crowd- 
ed. We reached the Mekong River 
crossing and went over on an ancient 
ferry that carried five cars and perhaps 
30 people. The water lapped over onto 
the deck until we docked, drove off 
and headed for our first major stop, the 
province capital of Svay Rieng. 

As soon as we got to Svay Rieng, 
we were picked up by the police and 
given a motorcycle escort to police 
headquarters. Our guide had informed 
on us and the police were waiting for 
us. We explained we wanted to film 
how peaceful it was on the Cambodian 
side of the border in contrast to what 
was going on in Vietnam. They let us 
go after we told them we would film 
around their city. We took a tour of 
Svay Rieng, pretending to film, and were 
followed by white uniformed policemen 
in cars and on motorcycles. We then 
drove away from the border, reached 
a side road, turned around and doubled 
back onto Route 1 toward Ba Vet. 


After a short while we noticed some- 
thing very strange about the road. It 
was too crowded. There were a great 
many young men and some women 
riding bicycles to and from the bor- 
der. The men coming from the border 
were generally in groups of six to 12, 
many wearing the black pajamas of the 
Vietcong and others wearing American 
GI clothing—combat gear that could 
only come from Vietnam. At one point 
Dean Brelis—an old Asia hand, having 
fought in Burma in World War II and 
having had two tours in Vietnam until 
he unfortunately broke his leg in 
November 1967 after the battle of Dak 
To in the Central Highlands—leaned 
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over to me and said, “A Vietcong 
squad.” | nodded and then turned 
back to him and said, ‘It looks more 
like a platoon and | think we've ar- 
rived in Vietcong country.” At that stage 
we were not too far from Ba Vet. 

There were many checkpoints along 
the way and we were allowed through 
each with a minimum of fuss. At one 
a Cambodian police inspector asked 
us if we were going to Saigon. We 
told him no, that we were just out for 
a peaceful ride in the country and 
thanked him for his interest. The men 
and women and teen-agers going to- 
ward the border always rode heavily 
loaded bicycles. Each bicycle was 
specially modified to carry 200-pound 
sacks of rice, cans of kerosene and 
cooking oil, bundles of fruit, sacks of 
tea, bags of salt and sugar, or pos- 
sibly even ammunition. 


We were convinced we were follow- 
ing a Vietcong and North Vietnamese 
supply train, and watching Vietcong 
possibly going for some rest and rec- 
reation, and couriers returning to the 
storage area to pick up more supplies. 

A road marker loomed up that said: 
“Saigon, 78 Kilometers.” That meant 
that Saigon was less than 50 miles 
away. Then another sign said: ‘‘Ba Vet.” 
We had reached our destination. We 
were still following the supply train. 

Ba Vet was quiet. The market place 
was mostly closed, with very little 
trading going on. We continued down 
the main street of the town and came 
to its end at the bus depot, where 
we saw food stalls, crowds of people, 
buses coming and going, and a barrier 
at the end of the road. We drove to- 
ward the barrier. The supply bicycles 
were right alongside us and were pass- 
ing through the barrier with the same 
ease with which they went through all 
the other barriers. Except at this barrier 
there were no police, just young Viet- 
namese men. 

We were getting curious stares, > 
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but we motioned to the boys at the bar- 
rier and the long pole went up. We 
drove into no man’s land in Cambodia. 

We went slowly up the crowded 
road and could see on both sides 
armed men in khaki uniforms. At 
selected spots about 15 yards apart 
there were checkpoints for people 
who had come to trade and apparently 
pay taxes. Two uniformed men were 
stationed at each point. One sat under 
folded palm fronds that were yellowed 
and dried from the sun and were being 
used as umbrellas. Other guards sat 
behind trees, their Chinese weapons at 
rest but obviously ready for use. All 
the guards were uniformed and all were 
Vietnamese. The bicycles kept coming. 
Cambodian men and women _ sold 
chickens and fruit. It was a very effi- 
cient operation. We continued up the 
road in the car at one mile an hour. 
The guards were so close we could 
reach out and touch them and they 
could have touched us if they had 
wanted to. 


To our left we saw at least 300 bicy- 
cles docked in a very closely packed 
area. We watched the bicyclists ride or 
wheel their loaded bicycles down a 
well-trodden path to a massive Viet- 
namese village. The Cambodians build 
their houses on stilts well off the 
ground. This village was on the ground 
and it was. Vietnamese. It may have 
straddled the border and it was difficult 
to tell how big it really was, but it did 
seem capable of housing upwards of 
1000 people and tons of supplies. 

So far we had done no filming. It was 
too dangerous. All of us were talking 
quietly but rapidly about where we 
were. None of us had any doubt, in- 
cluding Grant Wolfkill, our cameraman, 
who had been captured by the Commu- 
nist Pathet Lao in Laos while on assign- 
ment for NBC News in 1961 and was 
held prisoner by them for more than 
15 months before he was finally re- 
leased. 
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We were obviously inside a major 
Vietcong and North Vietnamese supply 
and staging area in Cambodia that was 
alive and kicking and very dangerous. 
We stayed in the car and kept the 
cameras hidden. We were now being 
carefully watched. Some 25 yards ahead 
of us we could see a heavy barbed- 
wire fence. On the other side was 
Vietnam. It was the end of the line. We 
couldn't go any farther even if we 
wanted. It was time to turn around 
and get out of there—but it had to be 
slowly. They knew we were there, but 
they hadn’t yet done anything, possibly 
because they didn’t know or weren't 
quite sure what we were doing there. 

There were at least six cars of French 
and American make in the area and 
near each of them was a nonuniformed 
Vietnamese, probably directing traffic 
and controlling the operation. The bicy- 
cles kept coming in loaded and leaving 
empty. There were at least 500 people 
in the area. In the distance we heard 
the hollow pom-pom of rockets from 
American helicopter gunships on an 
operation. These were probably the 
same helicopters we had seen in com- 
bat formation only 30 minutes earlier. 
The more steady and regular sound 
of 105-mm. howitzers firing also filled 
the air. It didn't seem to bother the 
people in Ba Vet, who went about 
their business as if nothing special was 
happening. The war in Vietnam was 
going on as usual only a few miles 
away. 


The heat was oppressive. The car 
was broiling. in the sun. We were all 
soaked with perspiration. Waku, our 
Japanese soundman and the only Asian 
in our crew, who had also spent a 
year in Vietnam covering the war, was 
worried about our equipment and film. 
That kind of heat has a spoiling effect 
on the cameras and film we use. 
Our turn had been made and we 
were now headed for the barrier. When 
we reached it, the young Vietnamese 
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whose job it was to raise the long 
wooden pole seemed to hesitate just 
for a moment. It wasn’t our imagina- 
tion. | turned around and looked back 
to see him get the signal to lift it 
and let us through. He did and we 
were on our way to safety. At the 
barrier some of the young men waved 
good-by and we waved back. We 
drove slowly through Ba Vet, got out 
of town and stopped down the road 
about two miles from the town line. 
For the next three hours, under a 
blazing hot sun, we filmed Cambodian 
and Vietnamese bicyclists carrying sup- 
plies from Svay Rieng to the Ba Vet 
camp. We continually changed our po- 
sition on the highway because we were 
still being watched by cars and motor- 
scooters moving up and down the 
road on observation missions. At one 
point the back right door of the aging 
Citroen wouldn't close and we had to 
seal it shut with strong cameraman’s 


tape. It stayed shut, although some- 
times barely, for the rest of the trip. 

We completed our filming at the 
same checkpoint where we had been 
asked if we were going on to Saigon. 
The police inspector and his staff were 
glad to see us return. We told him we 
had permission from the governor of 
the province to film anywhere we liked. 
He was very pleased that his post would 
appear in our story. It was there we 
filmed the bicycle convoy going through 
a checkpoint without interference from 
any of the policemen on duty. In grati- 
tude for immortalizing his post, the 
police inspector broke out some con- 
traband beer from the Philippines, 
which we drank in celebration of getting 
out of Ba Vet safely. 

We then headed back to Phnom 
Penh. Saturday was Independence Day 
and we didn’t want to disappoint Prince 
Sihanouk by not getting there in time 
for the festivities. 
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Deanna Lund wanted to live on a moun- 
tain top and she does. One of her 
neighbors is a toy-company tycoon, 
and when they scream down out of the 
hills of Bel Air, they ride on the neigh- 
bor’s personal fire engine.

“Nothing is sa- 
cred in Los Angeles.” 

A young actress with a face that 
makes her look foxy and not a little 
dangerous, Deanna always was the sort 
who knows. that it can’t hurt you to 
arrive via fire engine. | had interviewed 
her the first time three years ago—

long before she turned up as a star in 
microcosm, one of the itty-bitty people 
in Land of the Giants, an ABC series 
launched this year. She was, when | 
first saw her, part of that crazy thing 
| always thought of as ‘‘the girl parade” 
—one of perhaps 10 or 20 girls in the 
Miami area (the Hollywood contingent 
of the girl parade must be much larger) 
who always seemed to be magically at 
hand if an important producer appeared 
in Miami Beach or a big play was open- 
ing or somebody was throwing a star- 
clogged party on a 96-foot yacht. 

One night the movie producer Joe 
Levine was throwing a party on his 
yacht. Levine was soon to produce ‘“‘The 
Graduate,’ a movie which now threat- 
ens to outstrip “Gone with the Wind” 
and ‘‘The Sound of Music’ as 
the top-grossing film of all time. 
Still wrapped up in his success 
with “The Carpetbaggers,”’ Levine 
was expounding to guests his 
dreams of creating a new blonde 
goddess of the American people, 
a goddess he would install in a 
blonde apartment with blonde 
decor and a blonde car, leading 
a terribly blonde life in all. the 
blondest places: ; 

Deanna, who had arrived at 
; the party on the arm of a con- 
venient friend, was smoldering in 
a preternatural silence, exactly 
like a blonde goddess ought to. 
Her dress was low-cut and her 
bosom at high altitude. Every 
man in the room seemed to be 
watching her—except for Joe Le- 
vine. She grew furious as Levine 
continued to describe the blonde 
young goddess he was looking for 
without once noticing how per- 
fectly Deanna Lund would fit in- 
to a life of blondeness. 

“Should | throw a fit?’’ she 
whispered at me urgently. ‘‘Will 
that help him see me?"

one. 


Rarely does a man begin to think 
of a girl in the girl parade as a poten- 
tial star—and women never do. “That 
girl must have the brains of a coffee- 
grinder,” a woman had whispered to 
me once about the silent Deanna. “Do 
you realize she stood here for 10 min- 
utes and never said a word? How did 
she get in a picture with Robert Taylor?” 

“How did you get in a picture with 
Robert Taylor,” | asked her when she 
materialized for an interview, ‘‘if you 
never say a word?”

Anybody can buy a mansion with 15 
per cent down. Movie and TV person- 
alities are doing it every day. 

The game of “musical houses” that 
goes on in the hills of Beverly is not 
to be believed—by stable, ordinary folk. 
A series is a Nielsen smash, the per- 
former makes it big, and he buys a 
fabulous estate. It’s the old story of 
rags to riches and, not infrequently, 
the reverse. It does keep the moving 
vans rolling. 

Sonny and Cher paid $187,000 for 
a roost in Bel Air. Marlo Thomas bought 
a $400,000 manse in Trousdale Es- 
tates. Tommy Smothers laid out $250,- 
000 for a 6000-square-foot layout with 
an indoor shooting range. Nancy Sin- 
atra Jr. has a new $200,000 villa. 
Sammy Davis Jr. bought David O. Selz- 
nick’s old digs for $300,000. Elvis Pres- 
ley recently moved into a $425,000 
domicile. Yet these figures are con- 
sidered “average.” Recent sales in- 
clude quite a few in the $450,000 to 
$750,000 bracket. There’s a Beverly 
Hills chateau in escrow right now for 
$900,000, and the sandstone Kirkeby 
pile, familiar to viewers as the home of 
the Beverly Hillbillies, is on the market 
for a cool million. 

Big, lumbering sight-seeing buses 
from several competing companies 
crawl up and down the palm-lined 
streets all day long. ‘‘Now the next 
street on the right, folks, will be Moun- 
tain Drive. As we go by, at the very 
end you'll see some ivy. That ivy is 
on the grounds of Dean Martin’s home.” 
“Now on the right here is Carolwood 
Drive, folks, where Walt Disney had his 
home. We can’t go down there. If we 
could, it would be one of the highlights 
of our tour.” 

The rubberneckers ooh and ah and 
snap pictures of the foliage. “This pink

One 68-year-old personage in 
a straw hat has staked herself out on 
the corner of Sunset and Carolwood 
every weekend for the past 15 years. 
Out-of-state motorists buy the maps 
and drive up and down the quiet 
streets, stopping for snapshots, thor- 
oughly clogging traffic, sometimes 
camping out on stars’ front lawns with 
box lunches. 


The maps are hopelessly out of date. 
They've got Lucille Ball still domiciled 
with Desi Arnaz, Debbie Reynolds with 
Eddie Fisher, and Janet Leigh with Tony 
Curtis. They've got Jack Benny living 
in a house occupied by the president 
of North American Aviation, and Art 
Linkletter living in a house occupied 


-by composer Henry Mancini. (Benny 


and Linkletter now live in high-rise 
penthouse apartments.) 

Fans are forever ringing doorbells. 
“Where's Lucy? We want her auto- 
graph!" A tourist family once managed 
to get past Lucille Ball's front door 
and was making a tour of the interior 
when they came upon the startled 
comedienne in terry-cloth wrapper and 
curlers, reclining in her boudoir with her 
feet on an ottoman.

Marlon Brando’s Mulholland roost has a 
notice: ‘‘Beware of 2 very vicious dogs.” 
The beleaguered inhabitants of Dinah 
Shore’s old house have a sign out, 
“Dinah’s Gone!” 

Map printers could scarcely keep up 
with the change of addresses even if 
they tried. Within a six-month period, 
one $200,000 domicile was owned by 
Macdonald Carey, Polly Bergen, a 
Beverly Hills psychiatrist named Vel- 
ken, and Peter Falk. Anne Baxter 
bought Shelley Berman’s house, which 
he acquired from director Ralph Nel- 
son, who got it from Edgar Bergen. 
Gene Barry moved from a ‘“‘crackerbox” 
to a self-designed rustic chalet that 
sold for $84,000 to a $350,000 South- 
ern-plantation-style mansion with pre- 
tentious colonnade—and now it’s on the 
market. Nancy Sinatra moved from her 
modest cottage in Coldwater Canyon 
through: an interim abode to her ex- 
pensive villa in Trousdale, acquired 
without her father’s assistance. 

Homes of the stars reflect their idio- 
syncrasies. Sinatra’s thing is privacy. 
When he failed to get a permit for a 
heliport at his one-bedroom hilltop 
hideaway, he sold it and moved to Bel 
Air, where he built a 7-foot wall around 
his new property. The shut-out neigh- 
bors complained and the singer was re- 
quired to slice a foot off the wall to 
conform with the building code. He has 
since moved to Palm Springs. 


Two stars, Tony Curtis and Shelley 
Berman, are astronomy buffs and cut 
holes in their roofs for telescopes. Joey 
Bishop added a billiard room to the 
main structure. So did Peter Falk to 
his. Barbara Parkins got scared living 
all alone, sold her house and moved 
into a tall apartment building. Zsa Zsa 
Gabor’s castle in Bel Air has a fully- 
equipped night club in the cellar she 
calls the ‘Moulin Rouge.” 

The highest concentration of cele- 
brities live in an area in Beverly Hills 
known as “The Golden Triangle,” lying 
on “the flats” south of Sunset Boule- 
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vard. Real estate here sells for more 
per square foot than anywhere in the 
U.S. Lots sell for $80,000 in the 600 
block, $85,000 in the 700 block and 
up to $100,000-in the 800 block. Resi- 
dents are acutely conscious of whether 
an address is preceded by a 5, 6, 7, 
8 or 9—prestige rising with the nu- 
merals. Living here are TV ladies Bar- 
bara Rush, Doris Day and Barbara 
Stanwyck. 

In the hills north of Sunset is the 
estate area where Mary Pickford, Sam- 
uel Goldwyn and Danny Kaye live. To 
the west is Holmby Hills, which has 
the highest tax rate in Los Angeles. 
Tony Curtis lays out $1000 a month in 
property tax. Among his neighbors are 
Lloyd Bridges and Andy Williams. Far- 
ther west is Bel Air, where Jerry Lewis 
occupies the former Louis B. Mayer 
estate, embellished with the customary 
electric wrought-iron gates, and where 
Zsa Zsa’s castle is now up for grabs. 


Trousdale Estates in the north- 
eastern corner of Beverly Hills is the 
newest area to be developed and con- 
sists of small “pads’’ bulldozed out of 
the hillside, tier upon tier, like rice 
paddies in Java. The “glorified tract 
houses” here—priced up to about 
$400,000—are severe and Grecian, with 
dabblings of marble, terrazzo and 
statuary. There are ‘“his-and-hers” 
bathrooms with sunken tubs and whirl- 
pool baths, walk-in closets as large 
as bedrooms, kitchens with built-in- 
everything including toasters. Danny 
Thomas just paid $250,000 for an un- 
improved Trousdale lot next door to 
Elvis Presley’s new $425,000 wigwam. 

Whereas hundreds of real-estate 
brokers around the U.S. have gone 
broke in the last couple of years be- 
cause of the tight money situation, 
show-business people have been mak- 
ing more money than ever and the 
Beverly Hills brokers are cashing in. 
The liveliest dealer in “Beverly,” as 
the enclave is known to natives, is 
Stan Herman, 34, believed to be the 
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youngest head of a major realty firm 
anywhere in the country. He is a bach- 
elor and man-about-town, a _ habitue 
of the Factory, the Daisy, the Candy 
Store and Arthur West. “Socializing is 
very important,”’ Herman says. “lI meet 
people at parties. | play gin rummy and 
poker with several stars constantly. 
This business is all personal contacts.” 

Eleven years on the psychoanalyst’s 
couch transformed Herman from a 
high-pressure used-car salesman into 
the smooth low-key operator he is 
today. "I’ve been doing it since | was 
a kid with marbles and the bubble-gum 
trading cards. Now I’m playing Monop- 


oly for high stakes. The slightest hint.

George Hamil- 
ton still lives on Carolyn in the Douglas 
Fairbanks palace where the living room 
looks like the lobby of Grauman’s 
Chinese Theatre. | showed Jayne 
Mansfield’s 28-room house a couple 
of times. The place was auctioned off 
two days ago for $180,000.

Campbell Hits a Rating High 


The instant ratings success of singer 
Glen Campbell’s new weekly CBS 
hour (actually a resumption of his 
summer stand-in for the Smothers 
Brothers) so elated the network that 
program boss Mike Dann lost no time 
intimating that Campbell is a cinch 
to land a spot in CBS’s fall lineup. 
Taking over a slot in which Daktari 
lately averaged a lame 10 rating, the 
boyish singer’s Jan. 29 debut grabbed 
a walloping 26 (vs. NBC’s 16 for The 
Virginian and ABC’s 13 for Here 
Come the Brides). Question now is 
how many variety shows CBS can 
safely add to its already heavy roster 
(Jackie Gleason, Ed Sullivan, Carol 
Burnett, the Smothers Brothers, Red 
Skelton). Jonathan Winters’ show is 
considered a goner, but Jim Nabors 
is slated for a new song-and-dance 
hour next season and Godfrey Cam- 
bridge has been supposed to get a 
weekly musical comedy spot. Cam- 
bridge’s chances now look dim. 

Over at NBC, Andy Williams, a dura- 
ble survivor of the age of crooners, 
is favored to get back his old Sun- 
day evening hour next season. His 
successors in the time, Phyllis Dil- 
ler and the current My Friend Tony, 
haven’t fared so well. Meanwhile, 
Procter & Gamble, reportedly envious 
of competitor General Foods’ sponsor- 
ship of Julia, this season’s surprise 
hit, is thinking of dropping The 
Mothers-in-Law in favor of a forth- 
coming series starring Bill Cosby. And 
word is around that The Outsider is 
among NBC shows that will go. 


The broadcasting industry, enriched by 
a quarter-billion dollars annually in 
cigarette advertising, was taken by 
surprise by a Federal Communications 
Commission proposal on Feb. 4 to ban 
all cigarette commercials on radio and 
television. But industry officials ad- 
mitted privately that they had long 
expected some sort of Government 
crackdown on such advertising, and 
one network vice president predicted 
that cigarette ads would be quickly 
replaced by other commercials. He 
also forecast that broadcasters would 
demand “more lenient” attitudes to- 
ward hard liquor advertising on radio 
and television. 

When Merv Griffin elected last year 
to become CBS's live replacement for 
the late show beginning next August, 
Group W, the producer of his widely 
syndicated desk-and-sofa show, be- 
gan an agonizing search for someone 
of Griffin’s likable, wear-well sort 
to take over his chores. “There just 
aren’t many of them around,” a Group 
W executive moaned recently. But 
last week a decision was taken: the 
producers will gamble that Merv’s 
fans will sit still for the British- 
flavored wit and wiles of 29-year-old 
David Frost. Skeptics in TV’s ranks 
shook their heads, but conceded that 
the one-time “British correspondent” 
for NBC’s That Was the Week That 
Was had ably pinch-hit in the past 
not only for Merv, but for Johnny 


Carson and other U\S. talkathon hosts. 


Frost will begin his stateside chores 
in July. —Richard K. Doan

ne of Hollywood’s best movie 

musicals provides a bright spot in 
a network-movie week that has little 
else to offer but variety. A noncin- 
ematic highlight, of course, is the pre- 
emption of the seventh movie by Bob 
Hope and Jack Benny comedy hours 
set back-to-back. 

“Seven Brides for Seven Brothers,” 
based on Stephen Vincent Benet’s 
“The Sobbin’ Women,” is a lively 
original movie musical directed by 
Stanley Donen and sparked by Mi- 
chael Kidd dances. Howard Keel and 
Jane Powell are the leads in a story 
literally involving seven red-bearded 
backwoods brothers acquiring brides 
in rather primitive fashion. The fresh 
humor of the plotting is irresistible and 
the dancing—particularly a barnrais- 
ing and rough-house sequence—still 
stands beyond compare. 

Still in the backwoodsy vein, there’s 
“The Appaloosa,” an artsy-smartsy 
just-plain-silly South-of-the-Border 
good-gringo bad-Mexican spew of 
nonsense that will make you think 
back to Wallace Beery’s Pancho Villa 
as stark sociological realism. Marlon 
Brando, as the buffalo hunter trying 
to get his horse back from a Mexican 
bandit, manages to keep a straight 
face throughout. Se does the stallion. 

For war-movie fans, there’s pre- 
tension and nonsense. The pretension 
is in “The Americanization of Emily,” 
an “almost” movie in that it almost 
gets where it thinks it’s going before 
it changes its mind and gets no- 
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where. Blame the fuzzy-minded and 
phrase-gimmicked screenplay extoll- 
ing cowardice because heroics and 
heroism immorally support and en- 
courage war. James Garner is simply 
unbelievable as the antihero and Julie 
Andrews is charming, but “Emily” 
rarely gets her first papers. On the 
nonsense side there’s “Ambush Bay,” 
wherein Hugh O’Brian, Mickey 
Rooney, and slumbering lumbering 
Jim Mitchum, son of Robert, make 
the Philippines safe for MacArthur. 


For noncombat suspense fans, 
there’s “The Slender Thread,” a fact- 
based story of Seattle’s Crisis Clinic, 
wherein the telephone wire is the 
slender-thread lifeline between Anne 
Bancroft, a would-be suicide, and 
Sidney Poitier, a clinic volunteer try- 
ing to save her. The film seems at- 
tenuated and theatrical at times, but 
its premises are intriguing. 


“The Carpetbaggers” no longer is. 
Five years ago this screen version of 
Harold Robbins’ foray into poor man’s 
pornography was noteworthy for its 
being dull and dreary soap opera 
decked out with near-incest, nympho- 
mania, alcoholism, prostitution, black- 
mail, big-business dirty-dealing and 
some antique theorizing about hered- 
itary insanity. Since these are now 
the everyday stuff of entertainment, 
we're left only with the dull and 
dreary. The movie grossed millions 
because people paid to see if it was 
as smutty as the book. It wasn’t.

First of two parts

A key fact about actor Raymond William 
Stacy Burr was stated several years ago 
by Richard Gehman in an article that 
appeared in this magazine. He was de- 
scribing Burr's approach to acting and 
wrote: 

“The Burr Method . . . consists of 
Burr's confronting a role and promptly 
falling into a pit of concentration so 
deep that he appears comatose... . 
After many minutes Burr reaches a 
decision far down in the black tangle 
of his thoughts. He then shakes him- 
self awake, like a hibernating bear, and 
gets to the business of the scene.” 

What Burr does when he falls into 
this ‘‘pit,”, and the insights he tears 
from its depths, explain not only Burr's 
acting but the man—his fame, his oddly 
distorted idealism and his pain. 

The results of this self-communion 
are immediately visible on the TV screen 
in the characterizations of lawyer Perry 
Mason and paralyzed detective Robert 
Ironside. Burr acknowledgés that he is 
the source of the values they project. 
“There are no values in Perry Mason, 
as written,’ he says. “Erle Stanley 
Gardner did not create a character with 
spiritual qualities. | was not given much 
of a human being to work with. /ron- 
side, as written, has more values than 
Perry Mason. But in the case of both 
a policeman and a lawyer, doing them 
is something like doing a Greek tragedy. 
You already know what the end will be. 
Because the action is schematized and 
predictable, the whole concentration 


must be on qualities of character. |’ 


had to project these qualities, these 
values, from the inside.” 

This is a more important statement 
than it might appear to be at first 
glance. It is obscured by the imperson- 
ality of the Burr analysis. What it means, 
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very simply, is that the script was a 
barren formula, that Raymond Burr cre- 
ated Perry Mason out of emotional 
whole cloth (winning two Emmy Awards 
in the process). The same is essentially 
true of Robert Ironside. 


Ironside has been written off by a 
few press gagsters as ‘Perry Mason in 
a wheel chair.” This wisecrack is in 
great measure unjustified. Burr, who 
had a successful career as a high- 
priced character actor in Hollywood be- 
fore going into TV, is not a one-role 
hack. Heroes Mason and Ironside are 
highly individualized characterizations, 
with vastly different psychologies and 
emotional textures. But they do have 
certain characteristics in common: Both 
are thinkers. Both are solitary, proud 
men. Both have a tyrannical self-disci- 
pline and a quiet ruthlessness about 
achieving their goals. In both charac- 
ters we see delicacy, sensibility and 
flashes of pain. But where Mason has a 
subtle, brooding sadness, cloaked in re- 
served urbanity—the crippled Ironside 
is in constant torture, shelters his vul- 
nerability with an almost autocratic 
harshness and wears a rigidly impas- 
sive mask to conceal his emotions. 

These are all qualities that Raymond 
Burr pulls out of the deep ‘‘pit of con- 
centration” into which he dives. They 
are his own. 

When asked what it takes to project 
a hero, Burr said, “It’s harder to play a 
hero than a heavy. It requires the ability 
to project honesty and truth, to project 
great moral purity. A certain subtle 
quality of evil can prevent an actor 
from conveying the purity required for 
a heroic lead.” 

“Then you lack that quality of evil? 
You have that purity?’ we asked. 
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He Puts The Iron In Ironside

is only a reflection of the man 


He looked intensely 
startled. “/ didn’t say 
that,’ he said. But, im- 
plicitly, he did. 

All he will say ex- 
plicitly, of his own char- 
acter, at a first meeting, 
is this: “Listen. | have 
a very bad _ temper, 
which | very rarely lose. 
| don’t like a display of 
temper. It’s weak. It's 
a loss of control. . . . 
| never lie. | don’t say 
all there is to say about 
myself. But | never lie. 
And | hate being lied 
to. | also dislike pre- 
sumptuousness. | think 
people deserve a great 
deal of respect. | deal 
with people respectfully, 
and I’ve gotten a great 
deal of respect.” 

Because of the values 
he projects on the air 
waves, he has gotten 
more than respect. He 
is the object of moral 
adulation by an incred- 
ible legion of human 
beings in 71 countries 
—where the Perry Ma- 
son show is breaking 
international records for 
inspiring devotion, as it 
did for so long in this 
country. When he trav- 
els, he is surrounded by 
reverent fans — adult 
and young alike. Be- 
cause of Burr’s status 
as a moral symbol, he 
is sent on missions for 
the United States by > 
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continued 


the Departments of State and Defense. 
He commands audiences with Presi- 
dents, senators, judges, and has:won 
the esteem of many of the most influ- 
ential people in the world. 

In private life he not infrequently 
inspires awe and fear. Young co-star 
Don Galloway, /ronside’s detective, of- 
ten calls Burr “‘sir’—a courtesy calmly 
accepted by Bufr—and Don, who con- 
siders Burr ‘‘the best actor in America,” 
admits to some dread of the mysterious 
operations of Burr's mind: “You make 
an Idle statement one day. Ray is not 
even listening. He’s not even in the 
room! Six months later, he drags it up. 
He’s aware of everything going on.” 


An old family friend, a young woman 
named Bungy Grant, who lives in Miami, 
says: ‘“‘Ray used to scare me. Used to? 
He still does. It's those eyes. If I'm 
talking too much, or behaving stupidly, 
he'll look at me across the room. It 
stops me dead. Those eyes—they seem 
to go right through you to the core. He 
looks—and you've had it. He affects a 
lot of people this way.” 

None of this should be too surprising 
when you realize that, emotionally 
speaking, Raymond Burr actually és 
Perry.Mason and Ironside. The massive 
brooding presence, the fiercely judg- 
mental glare, the impressive face, the 
oppressive remotenéss—he is plunged 
deep in his value “pit” much. of the 
time—the flashes of pain and of harsh- 
ness ... all are impressive sights. He 
is a man who is instantly obeyed by 
others. Indeed, he verges on the subtly 
autocratic, a la Ironside. He is aware of 
‘it. “You know me,” he said casually. 
“1 am imperious. | expect the world 
to know what | want.” 

We followed Raymond Burr around 
three cities on his last NBC promotional 
tour with co-star Don Galloway—New 
York, New Orleans and Miami. And the 
more. we watched Burr, the more it was 
like watching Ironside operating off 
screen. He is an intelligent, analytical 
man whose thoughts are not stereo- 
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typed. Dean Gordon D. Schaber of the 
McGeorge School of Law, University of 
the Pacific, in Sacramento, Cal., a close 
friend of Burr's, says of him: “He is an 
independent man. He forms his judg- 
ments without concern for other peo- 
ple’s approval.” 

And in many areas this is true. His 
political judgments follow no party line. 
He is scornful of most “in’’ trends in 
avant-garde art and theater: ‘I don’t 
care for the unintelligible and the mean- 
ingless.”” And his judgments of individ- 
uals, when he makes them overtly, are 
tough. He chewed out a man who called 
America a ‘‘police state’ and denied 
that the press was free. He froze out a 
young woman associate for the better 
part of an evening because she had 
verged on the disrespectful. 

He reproved an acquaintance of 20 
years in an acid-lined voice for claim- 
ing to be his “‘friend’’. while showing 
no interest in Burr’s new TV series. 
And when another man rambled stupidly 
on an artistic subject of which he was 
ignorant and finally said, ‘| guess I'd 
better shut up’’—Burr’s response was 
a grim, ‘‘That’s right.” 


One evening in New Orleans, we 
renewed the conversation about his 
character. ‘‘You are a severe man,” we 
said. ‘Yes, | am a severe man,” he 
answered unsmilingly. And he proceed- 
ed to demonstrate just how severe he 
was. He told us the story of his many 
trips to Vietnam—“‘l’ve seen more of it 
than General Westmoreland.” He told 
us how he had risked his life, with an 
open pride in his stamina and courage. 
And then he related the tale of a theat- 
rical troupe he had taken to Vietnam 
and the difficulties they had caused 
him by their anarchic helplessness. 
“When it was all over,’’ he said slowly, 
“1 remember looking at the bunch of 
them. | was dead tired. We’d been 
through hell. And suddenly | began to 
laugh. | roared. And | thought, ‘You 
—s! | pulled you through. | wet- 
nursed you. | coddled you, babied you. 
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You'd be dead if not for me.’ As he 
relived this moment, again he roared 
with scornful laughter. c 
And then, in a swift.change of mood, 
he told the oddly parallel story of his 


childhood. His parents had separated _ 


when he was 6 years old, and his 
mother was left with little money for 
herself and her children. A monstrous 
burden of responsibility was put on his 
young shoulders. ‘‘At age 11 | was the 
father of my own family. | supported 
them throughout my youth and a good 
part of my adult life. | went hungry for 
them many times.” Of this sacrifice he 
spoke expressionlessly, but his eyes 
revealed a bitter gratification. 

He didn’t say a word about the ap- 
palling series of misfortunes that he 
has surmounted with fortitude—the first 
wife who died in an air crash, the only 
child who died of leukemia, his second 
marriage that ended in divorce, a third 
wife dying suddenly of cancer. Nor did 
he say anything about the years of 


work to achieve his career goals, and 
the tyrannical self-discipline that anes- 
thetizes his loneliness. 

He just sat in silence, . remote, 
wrapped in a harsh pride. He was 
Ironside, intact. 

There is little question that Raymond 
Burr, in profound and essential ways, is 
the man we are seeing on the screen, 
in the surface disguise of the iron- 
willed and iron-masked detective in a 
wheel chair. The “Burr Method of Act- 
ing,” the dives into the inner “pit,” 
have produced a characterization which 
nakedly airs his emotional make-up.’ 

And yet this is not all there is to be 
said about Burr. He is complex. He is 
a man in conflict. There is also a non- 
lronside—even an anti-lronside—aspect 
to him. This other Raymond Burr, and 
his active antagonism to the Raymond 
Burr described in this article, will be 
discussed in detail next week.

TV turns to the 
professional athletes 
for still another 
awards show

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80’s and romps about, even on tele- 
vision, in a sweater, making him a 
sport of sorts. Last year the host of 
the show was Johnny Carson, whose 
closest brush with sports previously, he 
confessed, was running into Joe Gar- 
agiola in the NBC washroom. 

The ‘‘Academy of Professional Sports 
Awards” is the cerebral child of New 
York producer Gerry Gross, who re- 
flected one day that the motion-picture 
dodge had its’ Oscars.and TV had its 
Emmys. Sports, too, he said to himself, 
is professional entertainment. Why. not 
honor its heroes? 

Rather than choose people arbitrarily 
for awards,- he decided to follow the 
proven format of letting those within the 
craft do the voting. They cast ballots 
in eight categories, as follows: Ameri- 
can and National League baseball, 


American and National League football, 
golf, hockey, basketball and horse rac- 
ing. In the last, the horses have yielded 
the vote to those who sit atop them. 
In each category, three nominees 
are invited to the Academy show on 


the basis of the balloting. And the 
winner's name in each group is lifted 
from a sealed envelope |by sports 


stars and show-business celebrities who: 


serve as presenters. 

Enlisted for one of these jobs last 
year, Lana Turner was asked by Car- 
son if the story were true about her 
being discovered in a Hollywood soda 
fountain. Clad in a snug sweater, she 
supposedly caught the professional eye 
of a director. 

“Yes, it’s true,” she admitted. 

“How did you feel when you first 
saw yourself on the screen?” 

“| kept sinking lower and lower in my 
seat. | was so embarrassed.” 

“Why?” 

“l always knew | had things like 
that, but | never saw them on the 
screen before.” 

Carson blanched. He stood dazed 
for a moment, like Willie Mays taking a 
third strike. 

Award winners for 1967 included Or- 
lando Cepeda and Carl Yastrzemski, 
baseball; John Unitas and Daryle La- 
monica, football; Willie Shoemaker, 
racing; Wilt Chamberlain, basketball; 
Jack Nicklaus, golf; and Bobby Hull, 
hockey. Looking over the field of win- 
ners and nominees, James Garner, a 
presenter, exclaimed, ‘‘Gosh, it’s as if 
my bubble-gum cards have come to 
life.” 


Paying homage to sports gods is, of 
course, a harmless enough pursuit. | 
mean, it isn’t like stealing hubcaps, or 
turning in false alarms. But to people 
in athletics in America, the whole con- 
cept of awards has become a bit of a 
monster, a device whose primary ob- 
jective isn’t so much to honor the per- 
formers as to provide a meal and en- 
tertainment for the kibitzers. 

The awarding of sports decorations 
also has become the gimmick by which 
funds are raised for various organiza- 
tions whose motives are not foul, but 
which unwittingly help reduce the signif- 
icance of sports awards in general. 
About the U.S. and Canada, groups 
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search incessantly for people in sports 
to honor. It has become a breakfast, 
lunch and dinner proposition. If an ath- 
lete, coach or manager isn’t able to 
attend, he often will be asked to recom- 
mend a substitute, the idea being that 
an award can be fitted to anyone will- 
ing to be honored. 

Nor has industry been reluctant to 
enter into the spirit of the awards 
game. The Nation’s press is deluged 
with ballots during the year, request- 
ing votes for sports honors tendered 
by various firms, which aren't bashful 
about exploiting their generosity. 


The ease with which one can be 
honored and the quickness with which 
one can be forgotten on the banquet- 
and-awards circuit is illustrated in the 
case of Walter Alston of the Los An- 
geles Dodgers. As manager of pennant 
winners in 1965 and '66, he was so 
besieged with decorations for field 
leadership, humanitarianism and the 
like that he spent scarcely any time 
at his winter home in Darrtown, Ohio. 
Lately, he says, he has been playing 
pool during the winter for want of 
someone to talk to. 

Limiting its field of awards to only six 
sports, the “Academy of Profession- 
al Sports Awards" show naturally ex- 
poses itself to heat from those in 
pastimes not included. 

For instance, auto racing has taken 
great exception, pointing to its grow- 
ing popularity among the citizenry. Pro 
tennis contends that it has people 
worth honoring, and harness racing, 
increasing in scope, makes the same 
claim. 

“Chances are we may expand in the 
future,” says executive producer Gross. 
“But right now we feel we have in- 
cluded the sports about which the 
masses really care. You mention others, 
and the average TV viewer shrugs.” 

Whatever its failings, the Academy at 
least is fortunate to offer a sports au- 
thority of the magnitude of Perry Como. 
Any little lull—and he will recite every- 
thing about the Pirates of 1931.

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Television in Turmoil

THE NETWORKS 
BAY NOT SO 


To charges of bias and distortion, 
they detail their efforts to 

sift the facts from the miasma of 
hostility and antagonism 


Events without precedent ‘‘either in 
the history of American politics or in 
the experience of American journal- 
ism’”’ (as one TV network described 
them), created an atmosphere of sur- 
realistic tension and hostility during 
four days last August as the Demo- 
cratic Party met in Chicago to choose 
its candidate for the Presidency of 
the United States. 

But even before the first delegate 
arrived, antagonisms between press 
and Democratic establishment were 
hardening, as each set about ensuring 
its own vital interests for the days 
ahead: TV newsmen wanted full access 
to the sources of news; officialdom of 
Chicago and Washington were eager to 
minimize the appearance of dissent 
both inside convention hall and in the 
streets. Those goals were in sudden 
conflict, and the angry debate was 
staged in full view of 115 million 
American TV watchers. 

So normally dispassionate an ob- 
server as CBS’s Eric Sevareid felt 
obliged to say, three days before the 
convention: “This city of Chicago runs 
the city of Prague a close second right 
now as the world’s least attractive tour- 
ist attraction.”” David Brinkley grimly 
suggested that “the Democratic leader- 
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continued 
ship does not want reported what is 
happening.” 

TV men contended that a series of 
events during the convention period 
added up to firm restraint upon the net- 
works’ capability of focusing live cover- 
age on anything but the podium and its 
parade of speechifiers. For example: 
a_ strike of communications workers 
against the Illinois Bell Telephone Com- 
pany prevented live coverage of events 
outside the International Amphitheatre; 
and a drastic cutback in the number of 
floor passes given the networks threat- 
ened to impede the traditional ferret- 
ing out of news by TV floormen. 

There were others. Security men for- 
bade the placement of cameras in 
windows and on rooftops in downtown 
Chicago, as well as the use of cherry 
pickers (the large camera cranes) and 
helicopters. Permission to park mobile 
vans on any street was denied; no 
camera locations on any city streets 
nor in any public parks were permitted, 
except outside the Conrad Hilton head- 
quarters hotel. 


Not surprisingly, the networks con- 
cluded that party officials (1) did not 
want live pictures of disruptive violence 
broadcast to the world and (2) did not 
want TV reporters fraternizing freely 
with delegates—especially dissident 
ones—and airing contentious interviews 
instead of podium business. 

Once the opening gavel fell, more 
difficulties arose: David Brinkley dis- 
cerned ‘‘faceless, unidentified men” 
clogging the convention floor with no 
apparent mission other than ‘following 
our reporters wherever they go, listen- 
ing to every word they say.” CBS’s Dan 
Rather was punched to the floor by 
security men while trying to interview 
a delegate. Mike Wallace, another CBS 
floorman, also was manhandled and 
forcibly removed from the hall. (Of 300 
newsmen assigned to cover the streets 
and parks, 63 of them—according to 
the Walker Report—were physically at- 
tacked by police, and 13 had their re- 
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cording and photographic equipment 
damaged intentionally.) 

The angriest response to all this 
came from CBS's president, Frank Stan- 
ton, who, in a telegram to chairman of 
the Democratic National Committee 
John M. Bailey, called treatment of 
newsmen ‘‘disgraceful,”” demanded an 
end to such “shameful practices’ and 
insisted that ‘strong-arm tactics totally 
alien to American tradition and law 
have been used repeatedly to prevent 
reporters from doing their jobs.” 


Besides the alleged indignities to 
themselves, most TV newsmen—who 
tend to be politically liberal in their 
personal orientation—were __ privately 
convinced that delegates favorable to 
Sen. Eugene McCarthy were receiving 
less than fair treatment as against those 
committed to Vice President Humphrey. 

Thus, rightly or wrongly, an opinion 
pervaded the press section in conven- 
tion hall and the TV anchor booths 
that the Democratic Party wanted no 
bad tidings of disorder and disunity to 
leave Chicago, nor any conspicuous 
repudiation of the policies of President 
Johnson to be shown. 

All of these quarrelsome and un- 
happy matters, taken together, created 
a contest of wills between party and 
press. Normally dispassionate TV news- 
men lost hold on their objectivity in 
the heat of partisanship and in the face 
of irreconcilable and antithetic interests 
over such a broad range of issues. 
(Walter Cronkite, in a moment of rare 
intemperance, used the word ‘‘thugs”’ 
to describe some of the convention 
security guards—a lapse for which he 
later confessed to being ‘‘ashamed.”) 

Complicating this confrontation was 
its coexistence with unsettled conditions 
in the Democratic Party itself, over 
such matters as the language of a plat- 
form plank on Vietnam, argument on 
the unit rule and the seating of con- 
tested delegations, the delicate Paris 
peace talks, the crisis in Czechoslo- 
vakia, and the candidacies of Senators 


McCarthy and McGovern. 

Those factors, combined with a 
generally turbulent political climate 
around the country, ‘made it likely, if 
not inevitable,” as one NBC executive 
put it, “that charges of bias and dis- 
tortion would be raised against news 
media in general and against television 
in particular because of television's 
greater impact.” That is precisely what 
happened. j 

In the furor following that incredible 
August week, news found itself in 
the bitterest crossfire of its life (de- 
scribed in last week’s article) and the 
object of demands from both the public 
and official Washington for a defense 
of its editorial behavior. The formal in- 
vestigations arising out of that furor 
are still in progress at this writing. 

The most detailed response to crit- 
icism of TV's performance in Chicago 
is in the form of letters from ABC, 
CBS and NBC to the FCC, composed 
at the Commission's request after that 
agency received hundreds of complaints 
from private citizens about TV's han- 
dling of the convention. 


An examination of these letters is highly 
instructive. ABC, for example (which, 
unlike CBS and NBC, did not offer 
full coverage but rather a nightly 90- 
minute wrap-up), informed the Com- 
mission that, out of 19 hours and 37 
minutes of its preconvention and con- 
vention coverage, only 13 minutes and 
49 seconds—or 1.1 percent—were de- 
voted to film or tape coverage of the 
disorders between police and demon- 
strators. 

NBC said that it aired more than 35 
hours of convention coverage in the 
Aug. 26-29 period, of which 36 minutes 
were devoted to the demonstrators 
while the convention was actually in 
session, plus an additional 28 minutes 
during times when no convention busi- 
ness was going on. (CBS gave no tally 
in its FCC letter, but CBS president 
Frank Stanton said in a speech that of 
38 hours and 3 minutes of his net- >

work’s coverage, only 32 minutes and 
20 seconds—1.4 per cent of the total 
—showed protest action.) 

These .figures were offered as an 
antidote to the widespread impression 
that TV news had devoted a dispropor- 
tionate amount of time to showing 
violence at the expense of convention 
proceedings, and in support of the 
belief that viewers simply tend to re- 
call the supercharged drama of street 
battles because of their vastly greater 
impact on the home screen. 

ABC denied favoring the young dis- 
senters at the expense of Chicago 
police and noted that its hired con- 
servative voice, columnist William F. 
Buckley (who shared a platform with 
liberal author Gore Vidal), had had 
plenty to say on the air both in de- 
fense of Mayor Daley and in condem- 
nation of the provocateurs; similarly, 
ABC anchor-man Howard K. Smith fre- 
quently made statements ‘‘supporting 
many of the actions of Mayor Daley 
and the Chicago police.” 

Their operations in Chicago were ‘‘so 
limited,’” ABC complained, ‘‘that we had 
only one exterior remote video camera” 
set up in front of the Conrad Hilton 
Hotel, as well as one mobile unit which 
could respond only to events already 
taking place. (All three networks, of 
course, were able to use hand-held 
cameras anywhere.) ‘‘The limitations 
imposed by the city of Chicago as to 
where we could set up our [video] 
cameras, combined with our inability 
to transmit a live signal from any re- 
mote location as a result of the com- 
munications workers’ strike, necessarily 
precluded our coverage of events lead- 
ing up to any disturbance.’ ABC also 
denied telling protesters where their 
cameras would be so that disorders 
could be staged in front of them. 

CBS, for its part, catalogued the 
factors which complicated the task of 
reportage: ‘“‘irreconcilable opposition” 
both in convention hall and in the 
streets to an “unpopular war’; well-or- 
ganized attempts by radicals to ex- > 
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ploit antiwar sentiment to disrupt the 
convention; resort by hundreds of 
dissidents to “the tactic of goading 
the police into overreaction’’; the result- 
ing loss of restraint by policemen, 
which caused injury to hundreds of 
dissenters, newsmen and bystanders; 
rancor among various factions on the 
convention floor. 

Those conditions “contributed to a 
week which tested to the utmost the 
ability of television and other news 
media to do a fair and objective job 
of reporting,” wrote CBS, and added 
that their efforts ‘took place under 
restraints upon the freedom of move- 
ment and technical resources of tele- 
vision . . . which have never before 
been imposed on the medium.” 


NBC, in its letter to the FCC, said that 
a reading of viewer complaints sug- 
gested strongly that many watchers of 
the convention coverage simply had 
“forgotten instances of reporting which 
contradict their conclusions, while re- 
calling only selectively or inaccurately 
to suit an argument.” 

In spite of the obstacles, NBC wrote, 
a review of all their riot film proved 
that the network had indeed shown the 
taunts and provocations of protesters, 
including the throwing of missiles and 
the tearing down of an American flag. 

Was NBC biased against the Ad- 
ministration’s Vietnam policies in its 
selection of delegates to be_ inter- 
viewed and in the comments of its re- 
porters? It was not, said the network. 
Vietnam was the major issue dividing 
the convention, and “roughly 40 per- 
cent of the delegates voted for the 
minority plank.” Even so, “NBC pro- 
vided for full expression of support for 
the majority position.” 

Did NBC give a distorted account 
of the convention proceedings, stimu- 
late rumors, create controversy, and cut 
away from the podium too often? It did 
not, said the network. Floor interviews 
on the so-called ‘‘boomlet’’ for Sen. 
Edward Kennedy ‘“‘reflected activity and 
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interest within the Democratic Party”’ 
about the chances of such a move on 
the senator’s part. None the less, the 
“number of interviewees who expressed 
skepticism about this possibility out- 
numbered those who thought the draft 
movement was still alive.” And reports 
that many delegates were unhappy 
about the conduct of the convention and 
the actions of police simply “were a 
reflection of the fact that there was 
such dissatisfaction.” 

Finally, said NBC, it had dutifully 
shown “‘substantially all’’ of the debates 
on-the Vietnam plank, and all nominat- 
ing speeches. In addition, it had ex- 
ercised its unquestioned right to pre- 
sent ‘supplementary coverage from the 
floor of the convention and outside the 
auditorium, in an effort to inform its 
audience more fully’ on such matters 
as the credentials fight, the unit rule, 
loyalty oaths for Southern delegates, 
convention security and the events in 
downtown Chicago. 

Without such. reporting, said NBC, 
a television news organization “would 
be serving merely as a passive conduit 
for approved information. This is not 
the function of the broadcast or any 
other journalistic medium... .” 


Perhaps the simplest summation” of 
network opinion on the Chicago con- 
troversy is in the closing words of 
ABC’s reply to the FCC. The events 
of last August were so “inherently in- 
flammatory,” said the network, “and 
people identified so passionately with 
one side or the other, that no matter 
how these events were treated by the 
news media, there would inevitably have 
been criticism of the news coverage.” 

That may well be so, but so far the 
statement has satisfied no private citi- 
zen nor public official who was con- 
vinced that television behaved with 
partisan bad manners in Chicago last 
August and ought to be restrained from 
ever doing so again.
